Affair fhould be, feems to threaten the Quiet and 
Union which reigns in the Helvetick Body. The 
Subject of your Difference feem’d to me at firft to be

uftial Wifdom would find means to crufh it in its 
Infancy ; but finding my felf miftaken in my Con- 
jeture, I hold my {elf oblig’d, purfuant to my Or- 
ders from the King my Mafter, to reprefent to you 
that you ought carefully te avoid whatever may 
difturb the happy Tranquility of your Country, and 
on the contrary to ftudy all pofiible Methods to main- 
tain that Confederate Union and Friendthip among 
your felves, which are the ftrongeft Pillars of the 
Liberty your Anceftors acquir’d for you at the Ex- 
penfe of fo much Blood. Confider, I befeech you, 
Magnificent Lords, with what great Care and Pre- 
caution you feek to remove the Mileries of War from 
your Frontiers ; Why does not the fame Precaution 
make you redouble your Sollicirude to keep out of 
the Heart of your Country, what you are fo griev’a 
to fee among your Neighbours? Give me leave to 
exhort you to weigh well the Importance and Con- 
fequences 
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quences of a Rupture among your felves. I am 
if you fuffer {elves to be guided by 
dent Confideraions, you will never have recourie to 
violent and dangerous Extremities. All the Laudable 
Cantons are not concern’d in the Affair of Neukirk ; 
Suffer thofe that are Impartial, and_who feek on this 
Occafon nothing bur the Publick Good and Advan- 
tage of tiucir Country, to accommodate this Diffe- 
rence amicab!;; refer it to their wile Counfels,{atistie 
your felves they will find Means equally fatisfactory 
to both Paries, and give me an Opporcanity to 
affure bis Majefty that thefe Reprefentations I make 
to you on his part are very acceptable to you, that 
you are fenfible of the Pleafure he takes in all that 
can be advantagious to you, and thar you acknow- 
ledge, in ins falt Bxcenr,-the particular Bfteem he has 
for your Laadable Republick. For my. own parc, 
Magzilicent Lords, am fatisfied you obferve that I 
never execute the King’s Orders with more Zeal and 
Pleafare, than whicn cary tend to your Advantage.
